For ages and ages the sun and the water have sculptured unique models of the inanimate nature, 
represented by various surfaces and underground forms that are strongly marked in the region 
around Shurnen. Some of the biggest caves in North-East Bulgaria are on the territory of the 
plateau - they are more than 60. The more familiar of them are: Bisserna (Zandana - horizontal, 
more than 2 km long), Russalka (Sulumara), the Secret Pot-Holes (precipice-like, 101 mdeep), 
the Labyrinth, etc.

Many of them have served for dwellings for the 
people. There are seven different in size caves on 
the Northern rocky slope known as Khan Krum 
Gates nearby the Shumen fortress. They are niche- 
like with wide open entrances. Their floors are 
almost horizontal. Some of the caves are joined 
together with passages. 

The instruments of production made of stone and 
bones discovered here prove that the caves have 
been inhabited as early as the Stone-Copper Age.

Madara, named the Bulgarian Troy by the archaeologists, 
is situated 1 7 km away from Shumen. Here the nature has 
created marvellous landscapes of level fields, sheer cliffs 
and many caves that have preserved objects dating back 
to the Stone-Copper Age, monastery cells and chapels.

The Shumen climate is temperate continental. The winter 
is comparatively cold. The average temperature in 
January is between -2,5 and -1 ,5'C , and the duration pf 
the snow-cover is about 95 days. It is unsteady at a 
height of 1 0-20 cm. The summer is temperately warm 
with average temperature in July around 19 - 20 C. The 
spring is cool and comes comparatively early. The 
spring frosts are not a rare phenomenon in the region. 
The autumn is warm with frequent dry spells. The 
maximum quantity of rainfall is in June. Mostly Western 
and Northern winds blow in the region.

The mixed broad-leaved forest in which beech, yoke-elm, 
cerris oak, maple, ash-tree, silverleaf lime, etc. live 
together has principal significance. The Misian beech, 
which belongs to the rare species, is preserved in the 
Bukaka reserve - declared protected territory with an area 
of 62 ha. 

The open areas in the Shumen Plateau park are a 
particoloured mosaic of bushes and grasses - valuable 
medicinal, decorative and aromatic plants. 1 4 different 
kinds of orchids are found in the park - exceptionally 
beautiful plants which are under the protection of several 
international conventions.

The reptiles are represented by the Crimean, the 
meadow and the green lizards. The arid and stony 
places are inhabited by the venomous viper, and the 
hollows of the old trees provide good opportunity for 
the reproduction of the Aesculapian snake. The 
Shumen plateau is one of the two habitats of the 
meadow viper in the country. 
The most widely covered group the birds, is 
represented by great tit, redbreast, finch, blackbird, 
song thrush, crag-martin, buzzards, goshawks, and 
during the winter months by wood nuthatches, 
brambling, jays, etc. The park is inhabited by some 
rare birds the nesting semi-collared flycatcher, 
sombre tit, black woodpecker.

The fortress is double fortified and foundations of solid dwellings, inhabited 
by the military and tribal aristocracy, are discovered within.

After the foundation of the Bulgarian State by the Danube River the khans 
took serious measures not only for its state aid political consolidation but 
also for its wartime defence. They have assessed the important strategic 
location of the Shumen fortress destroyed during the barbarian incursions 
(Huns, Avars, Ostrogoths, Slavs) during the V-VI-th century and most 
probably during the Khan Omurtag 

reign (at the beginning of the IX-th century) it has been rebuilt completely. 
That's why the fortress resembles Pltska and Preslav by construction.

As a city-military fortress, Shumen has always been an object 
of attention during the numerous Russian-Turkish wars, but has never been 
conquered. Parallel to that Shumen wins recognition as an important 
administrative and economic centre.

About 40 crafts have been practised in 
Shumen during the epoch of the real 
Bulgarian National Revival. The craft industry 
products have still satisfied the predominant 
part of the daily wants of the population and 
mostly of the main consumer - the army. 
Big part of the craft industry products has 
been exported to the markets of the empire 
and even to other countries.

A series of circumstances strengthen the position of the town as one of the biggest trade centers in Bulgaria - its position on 
a crossroad, its proximity to the port of Varna, the first town where telegraph is available /1 855/ and that maintains a regular 
liaison with Belgrade and Venice. Following the example of the Dubrovnik tradespeople around the middle of the XlX-th century the 
Shumen tradespeople also build up a few big roofed markets (warehouses with offices). Business is done with all the big cities 
and markets within the emrire and beyond its borders. The tradespeople even get to England and Egypt. A hotel named 
Europe, about which the town guests say that it is "an oasis amidst the Orient", is built on European model in Shumen in 
connection with the Russe-Vama railway construction works.

Madara is a cult center during the early and late Bulgarian medieval period which is favoured not only by 
the natural resources but also by the proximity to the first and second Bulgarian capitals Pliska and Preslav.

Even after the adoption of Christianity in the IX-th century Madara continues to be a cult centre but Christian churches are 
built in the place of the heathen sacrificial altars. Monastery complex is built on the terrace under Daul tash and a church 
is built in the fortress on the plateau. One of the biggest rock monasteries in Bulgaria wth over 1 50 cells, vaults and a 
rock church comes into being during trie time of the Second Bulgarian Kingdom. Madara is also attractive with its 
phenomenal natural fascination - magnificent cliffs and caves, springs, diverse flora and fauna with rare species.

Shumen is one of the undisputed leaders 
among the Bulgarian towns in the field of 
cultural and educational National Revival. The 
town becomes known in the Bulgarian lands 
for its well-run schools. The two all-town 
monastery schools are closed down between 
1 842 and 1 844. The first mutual school is 
opened in their place, accommodated in a 
specially put up for that purpose building. 
This lays the beginning of a reform in 
education. The teaching of the schoolchildren 
comes to be already in „plain Bulgarian". 
This way is regulated one of the elements of 
the secular program of studies in the modem 
Bulgarian school.

The craft-guilds render great service to the 
development of the Shumen schools by 
allocating considerable funds for education 
in town. The first Bulgarian class school for 
girls is opened in Shumen in 1 856. The 
same year S. Dobroplodni establishes 
„semi-secondary school" as for the purpose 
he has collected only for a single day 30 
thousand grosha from „keen" on knowledge 
„Shumeners". The maintenance of the 
schools has been realized by donations in 
the form of money, buildings, workshops,

One of the most remarkable achievements of education in Shumen is the first 
teachers' exarchic council in Bulgaria held in 1873. The vocal method is legalized 
at the council, unity in the educational and educative process is established, the 
programs of study of the village and town primary schools are unified, compulsory 
elementary education is introduced to Varna and Preslav eparchy. 
The Liberation (1878) finds Shumen with prominently developed school network

Shumen is one of the most advanced in cultural respect towns in the middle 
of the XlX-th century. The first documented for the time being civil 
celebration of St. st. Cyril and Metodius takes place here in 1813. It is 
marked with theatrical and musical performances. The first Bulgarian 
classical instruments orchestra is founded in 1850 under the guidance of 
the Hungarian immigrant Mihai Shafran. The first community centre theatrical 
performance in Bulgaria is played in town in 1 856 trie stage play Mihal by 
Sava Dobroplodni. One of the first archaeological collections in Bulgaria is 
also arranged in Shumen in 1857, which lays the beginnings of the museum 
activity in town.

At its fall under Turkish rule Shumen has been one of the most 
Christian towns of Bulgaria. There have been 1 2 Orthodox 
Christian churches on its territory that have been destroyed 
subsequently. There is only one church in Shumen up to the mid 
XlX-th c. -the Holy Ascension church. Two famous icon-painters 
have worked in town during the second half of the XlX-th c. - 
Nikola Vassilev and Hristo Bedelev who leave magnificent models 
of iconography. Besides the two Bulgarian, there has also been 
an Armenian Christian church in Shumen, the Holy Virgin church, 
which the Armenians in town have built a new edifice for in 1 834 . 
At the same time, the Shumen Jews have also erected a new 
building for the synagogue.

As a whole the outward appearance of 
Shumen during the Bulgarian National 
Revival has been determined by the public 
buildings and by the houses, which are 
one-storeyed and two-storeyed with a 
bottom storey half-dug into the ground. 
They have not been quite splendid on the 
outside in order not to strike the eye it has 
been rather risky to demonstrate welfare. 
Characteristic example of that has been the 
house of the brothers Dyukmedzhievi, which 
did not strike with its outward appearance 
but on the inside there have been 20 rooms 
with splendidly carved doors, ceilings, 
cupboards, etc.

Success in building the town of Shumen 
appear the town-planning premises pre- 
set into trie town-planning scheme 
envisaging the creation of Slavyanski 
boulevard with two roadways on 
different levels as a green caesura is 
formed in-between them. This way an 
„avenue", characteristic only of 
Shumen, is created. This is an 
assessment by local and foreign 
architects as well as by foreigners who 
have visited town. The town-planning 
scheme is projected by arch Georgi 
Petkov Nenov (1 862-1963) in 1900 and 
endorsed in 1902.
